ii. The Inhabitants of St.Kilda, are every Summer 
infeded with a Cough upon the Chamberlans Landing, 
which lads for Ten or Twelve Days, and the ufual Re¬ 
medy for it is Giben drunk upon Brochan of Meal and 
Water. This Giben is the Fat of Sea Fowls prefer- 
ved in the Stomach, a fove*raign Remedy for Coughs 
and Green Wounds. 


VII. A Letter of Dr. Wallis, Dated Oxford, 
Sept. 6. 1 69j. Containing fome Additions 
to his Letter about Thunder and Lightnings 
and a CorreStion of his 1 09th Cap. of his 
Algebra. 


I Find that in your Tranfa&ions Numb. 131. for the 
Month of Augutt, you have Printed my Letter of 
July z6. If it had not been too late, I would have ad¬ 
ded, That, when I laid, A Mixture of Sulphur and Fi¬ 
lings 
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ftngt of Steely with the admiffm of a little Water, will 
not only caufe a great Ejfervefcence, but will of it felf 
break forth into an attual Fire ; I faid exprefly, a little 
Water; becaufe too much Water will hinder the Operati¬ 
on, or quench the Fire. Which I take to be the Cafe of 
the Bath-Waters, where Steel and Sulphur caufe a great 
Effei vefcence, but no Flame. And the like of other 
Hot Springs. And I do not confine it to this particular 
Mixturefor the Chymifts, I prefume, may furnifh 
us with divers others. And therefore I laid, or fame- 
what equivalent. But I gave Inftance of this for 
one. 

I would have added alfo, That the fame Account may 
be given of /Etna (and other burning Mountains,-) 
where the Mixture of Steel and Sulphur may give a 
Flame ; which is oft attended with prodigious Explofi- 
ons (and Earth-quakes) from great Quantities of Niter, 
as in fpringing a Mine. 

I fhall alfo take this Occafion to re&ify fome Num¬ 
bers which I find to have been miftaken in my Treadle 
of Algebra, at Cap. 109. which though they do not 
vitiate the Demonftration (which will hold as well when 
thefe be re&ified) yet I think fit to corredi them, that 
they may not give the Reader a trouble.
